The 
footpath from the eastern 
entrance will also be 
improved and will 
feature low level lights. 

Jones Brothers 

(Henllan) Ltd have been 
appointed to undertake 
the work. Once the 
contractors are on site, 
the whole of the park will 
be closed for the duration 
of the works. It is 
expected that the work 
will take 16 weeks to 
complete so the park 
should reopen in early 
August. 

This work is being 
undertaken as part of the 
North Penarth Open 
Space Improvement 
scheme, which will also 
see improvements made 
to The Dingle and Cogan 
Recreation Ground, 
while Plassey Square has 
already been upgraded. 

The next project the 
team will undertake is to 


find a contractor who 
will upgrade the skate 
facilities at Cogan 
Recreation Ground. Part 
of this contract will be to 
work with the local 
community to develop 
the plans for the skate 
facility before it is built. 

Cllr Gordon Kemp, 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for social care, 
health and leisure, said: 
“This exciting project 
with see a host of 
improvements made to 
Penarth’s Paget Road 
play area and is part of an 
ongoing programme of 
investment in such 
facilities across the Vale. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for regeneration 
and planning, said: “This 
work has been financed 
through Section 106 
funding linked to the 
Penarth Heights 

development.

‘Mobile mast issue 
can be resolved’, 

SAYS COUNCILLOR 

NEWS of the appeal 
by Clarke Telecom 
to site a mobile 
phone mast at the 
entrance to the 
Knap Gardens has 
been greeted with 
dismay by local 
Plaid Cymru 

councillor Steffan 
Wiliam. 

Cllr Wiliam told The 
GEM: “Following the 
results of a consultation 
of Romilly Park, Knap 
and Parade residents, 
held by local Plaid 
Cymru councillors over 
12 months ago, I 
organised a site visit last 
year with the applicant 
and council officers, 
where it was agreed in 
principle to site the mast 
at the rear of the Knap 
car park.” 

Cllr Wiliam said there 
was an implication that 
Clarke Telecom was 
forced into appealing the 
original application to 
site the mast in front of 
the Knap Gardens 
following a failure to 
make progress with the 
council over the 
alternative proposal. 

He went on: 

“Whatever the reasons 
behind this impasse, 
questions must be 
answered as to what went 
wrong and how it can 
now be rectified.” 


Cllr Wiliam at the entrance to Knap 
Gardens where the applicant wishes to 
locate the mast. 


Cllr Wiliam is also 
concerned that local MP 
Alun Cairns has been 
quoted by the applicant 
as part of its appeal. 

“Alun Cairns has 
unwittingly appeared in 
the applicant’s 101-page 
statement as evidence to 
support their appeal 
regarding easing 

restrictions to allow for 
even taller masts in ‘not- 
spot’ areas such as here. 

“I hope Alun will 
clarify his position and 
support my call for 
Clarke Telecom to 
withdraw its appeal and 
work with the 
community.” 

He added: “If the 
applicant and the council 
are truly serious about 
listening to residents and 


siting the mast at the 
back of the car park then 
this could be resolved 
immediately. I urge both 
parties to meet with me 
again in order to progress 
this.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Having previously 
met the developers in 
Barry and maintained an 
ongoing dialogue with 
the local community - I 
am keen to see a 
resolution to this issue 
through the exploration 
of several other sites. 
Working closely with 
Focus Barry, I am 
encouraging the 

developers to come and 
talk to the local 
community in a public 
forum to explore 
options.”

New scheme in Barry 
to ‘reduce barriers and 
sense of isolation of 
solo workers’ 

CASTLELAND Community 
Centre is hoping that a 
recently-launched inititative 
will help solo workers. 

A spokesperson said: “This new 
initiative, to bring solo workers 
together, reducing isolated working, 
cutting down travel time and working 
in a safe, secure environment, started 
in February when we linked up with a 
company called Indy cube, creating 
‘affordable desk spaces’ in the heart of 
Barry.” 

Mark Hooper, the founder of the 
company, said: “Co-workers benefit 
from the human interaction a busy 
office brings, without all the politics 
that can surround such environments. 


One of the other advantages to co¬ 
working, he said, is “...avoiding all the 
other private office space start-up 
costs” 

Castleland Community Centre, in 
conjunction with company, will further 
its ‘social objectives’ by reducing the 
barriers to self-employment and 
reducing the sense of isolation often 
experienced by solo workers. 

Helen Jones, Castleland’s manager, 
said: “It is a wonderful way to breathe 
new life into our existing site, opening 
its doors to a new audience and 
transforming it into a centre of 
innovation and collaboration.”

Sarah continues... My first visit to Slimming 
World was back in 1993.1 was 19 and was mortified 
when the scales read 15 stone 7 pounds! I will never 
forget my elation at losing 71b in week one, 41b in 
week 2 and my first stone by week 4.

I convinced myself that I wasn’t getting fat, 
I was pregnant! But when I weighed 18 and a half 
stone after the baby was born, the truth was 
inevitable! 

Back to Slimming World... and by the time my 
bundle of joy was 18 months old, I was back to a 
healthy, happy weight. 

However, the cycle repeated itself when my 
second child was born, and this time I was ashamed 
to go back to the slimming group. 

I spent five years living a miserable existence. I 
didn’t want to go to parties because I couldn’t find 
clothes to fit. I should have been full of energy, 
looking trendy and enjoying my life.... but I was 
beyond unhappy. 

I set up my own theatre company and threw 
myself into that - I loved seeing young, beautiful 
people performing on the stage and prided myself in 
being a vital part of that performance even though I 
was hiding at the back in an XXXL T-shirt. 

The world became a much darker place for me 
when my marriage crumbled. It was all very mutual 
and friendly, but that didn’t stop it being a difficult 
time. Reading a text message from my ex-husband’s 
mobile phone from a female friend asking about his 
‘fat wife’ literally destroyed me. 

She hadn’t acknowledged my degree or 
intelligence. 

She hadn’t acknowledged what a hard-working 
and loving mum I was. 

She hadn’t acknowledged the large scale theatre 
productions I was producing and directing. 

She ONLY acknowledged my fat. 

So I took out a bank loan of £10,000 in 2006 and 
booked myself in for a gastric band. 

I honestly believed that this was the only answer.

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And for the first year it was... I lost 2 stone quite 
quickly and committed to band tightening every few 
months to keep it effective. I met a gorgeous new 
partner and got married weighing around 14 stone in 
2008. I knew my weight was heading in the right 
direction and was delighted that I’d made such a 
fantastic life decision - well worth the cost! 

But then the problems started. 

Nobody told me that to keep losing weight with a 
band, you have to keep tightening it. It costs around 
about £120 every time and for days, you take sips of 
water, then build up to soft foods (with the capacity

‘Choppers and 
Loppers’ make 
access easier for 
Ramblers 


AFTER all the 
unseasonable 
weather, underfoot 
conditions in rural 
areas are muddy 
and waterlogged, so 
the 13 walkers who 
joined Geraint from 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers in 
Dinas Powys heeded 
his warning to wear 
Wellington boots or 
gaiters for 

protection. 

Beginning from the 
Twyn, with its stunning 
display of spring 
daffodils and heading 
through the village and 
across the common to 
Cardiff Road, a short 
walk through a housing 
estate led them into Parc 
Bryn y Don and their first 
taste of mud. 

Tramping through 
fields beside the 
Cadoxton River, heavily 
polluted in places with 
plastic bottles, brought 
them across the busy 
A4055 for a short road 
walk before dropping 
downhill to the Vale’s 
newly installed 

waymarker and stiles on 
Sully Moors. 

After a path clearing

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Local man hopes to get falcon 
therapy project off the ground 


THINK ‘therapy’, 
and many minds 
will jump to lying 
on a couch or 
sitting in a group 
of strangers 
discussing personal 
problems, or, more 
creatively, a spot of 
painting. 

But therapy is a 
broad church, and takes 
many forms. 

Canine therapy is one 
branch of animal- 
assisted therapy (AAT), 
while equine-assisted 
therapy (hippotherapy) 
has been around for 
donkeys’ years. 

Its modem 
incarnations - as 
practised at, say, the 
Fortune Centre in the 
New Forest for young 
people with learning 


disabilities, or 
Horseback UK in 
Scotland for Armed 
Forces’ veterans - have 
been developed from 
the 1960s onwards. 

A Barry man, 
however, has taken 
Winston Churchill’s 
adage that “There is 
something about the 
outside of a horse that is 
good for the inside of a 
man” and adapted it. 

Mark Brinkworth has 
replaced ‘horse’ with 
‘hawk’ for his concept 
of AAT. 

Few could not be 
moved, even a little 
envious perhaps, of the 
soaring swift surety 
displayed by a raptor.

peregrinus has made its 
home there) diving at its 
next meal at 200mph, or 
the remarkable poise of 
a Kestrel scarely 
moving as it hovers, 
birds of prey are 
symbols of freedom. 

Steve Miller, after 
all, did not write a song 
called Fly Like a 
Pigeon... 

Mr Brinkworth has a 
varied background. 

He has worked in the 
field of mental health, 
and with young people 
with learning 
disabilities. He has been 
a youth worker and an 
employer consultant. 

He has also studied 
falconry for more than 
40 years, has kept and 
flown both falcons and 
hawks, and completed a 
course in falconry. 

“I have also spent 
time working with 
Falconers in the field, 
on flying 

demonstrations, and 
bird control,” said Mr 
Brinkworth. 

He added that he has 
empathy for those with 
learning disabilities and 
mental health issues, 
but when asked, 
stressed that he is not a 
therapist. 

“That’s right; I’m not 


a therapist, but my 
hawks will be, when my 
idea gets off the 
ground.” 

Mr Brinkworth said 
he is testing the water to 
see how much interest 
his idea for raptor 
therapy in the Vale 
garners, and will form a 
charity if sufficient 
interest is shown. 

“I know that a 
specific type of therapy 
does not work for every 
individual, but perhaps 
if hawk and falcon 
therapy is added to the 
raft of therapeutic 
interventions available, 
then it can do good for 
some people.” 

He said that the aim 
will be to work with 
anyone who has a love 
of birds, especially 
birds of prey. 

“As with any form of 
therapy, we will discuss 
whether it will be 
suitable for an 
individual with that 
person, their support 
workers and medical 
professionals, and their 
families.” 

That, admits Mr 
Brinkworth, is some 
way off. 

“First, I need to see 
what interest there is for 
this. I am not aware of 
anyone else using 


hawks and falcons in 
therapy, so it really is a 
major, and innovative, 
project.” 

[GEM readers might 
be familiar with Helen 
Macdonald’s memoir H 
is for Hawk in which 
she describes how 
rearing and training a 
young goshawk 
provided a form of 
therapy following the 
death of her father.] 

“I have experience of 
setting up and managing 
projects, but I can’t do 
this alone.” 

Mr Brinkworth said 
that, ideally, anyone 
wishing to get involved 
will have a combination 
of passion - both for 
falcons and hawks, and 
for helping others - and 
experience in charities 
and projects. 

He is inviting anyone 
who feels they can help 
to get in touch with 
him. 

“I’d like this to work, 
and I think it can. 

“I’m 60 now and not 
getting any younger, so 
it would be good to 
leave falcon and hawk 
therapy in the Vale and 
beyond as my legacy.”

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Reader voices concern over male choirs 


A S a feminist, and one pretty new 
to south Wales (I live in Cardiff, 
but work across the Vale of 
Glamorgan and Bridgend), I read with 
shock the April Fool’s Day on-line story 
“Protest taking place in King’s Square to 
rename Barry”. 

Shocked because it was such a well-written, 
witty, satirical piece that you don’t see in local 
press especially in Wales, where the press is 
generally left-leaning - that poked fun at a sacred 
cow or two yet was believable. More outlandish 
proposals than that seem to be policy for our 
politicians and groups espousing a cause. 

But it made me think, maybe a little 
mischievously to begin with, why, as a woman, 
can I not join a male voice choir? 

The likes of Madeleine Moon, Jane Hutt, 
Carwyn Jones and Chris Elmore - our elected 
representatives - are so keen to pontificate on and 
champion equality and diversity, but have 
seemingly ignored one of the last bastions of 
male privilege, misogyny and racial prejudice. 

I am a black British (third generation) woman, 
and I would like to know from our MPs and AMs 
what they propose doing to tackle the lack of 
gender and ethnic diversity in the male voice 
choirs in the Vale of Glamorgan and Bridgend, 
and why so far they have done nothing to 
challenge it. 

Each time I see a photograph of a male voice 
choir, it is a sea of white male faces looking back 
at me. Yes, occasionally it might have a female 
musical director or accompanist, or guest vocalist, 
but that is it. 

How do these choirs recruit? How do they plan 
to tackle the gender and ethnic imbalance? Have 
they reached out to the LBGT+ communities, 
those perhaps who follow Judaism, Islam, 
Sikhism, Hinduism to recruit? Bridgend Male 
Choir, for example, has received public money 
from the Arts Council of Wales, yet has no 
equality or diversity position, while Cowbridge 
Male Voice Choir is a registered charity! 

I do not want to read of wishy-washy excuses

such as ‘Join a female choir’, ‘Well, look at the 
cathedral choirs. They are all male’, ‘It’s culture 
(culture, as well as causing me to remove the 
safety from my Browning, is the last refuge of the 
scoundrel)’, ‘There are very few BME in 
Bridgend and the Vale of Glamorgan’ (but plenty 
of women I understand) or ‘Anyone can join’, 
because clearly women cannot and BME do not. 

So, politicians and choirs, I am all ears because 
it is time to change. 

Unless, of course, the choirs say that any man 
or woman can join, so long as they posses a rich, 
tenor, baritone, or bass voice, or ‘identify’ as a 
white male. 

Lizzie Ahoure, Cardiff 
All persons and organisations referred to in 
Ms Ahoure’s letter were contacted to respond 
to points made. 

Ogmore’s MP Chris Elmore and AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies issued a joint response. 

“Many of the communities we represent across 
Ogmore, and indeed throughout Wales, have a 
proud history of male voice choirs. 

“They, along with many other types of singing 
groups, are part and parcel of the cultural fabric 
of Wales. 

“In our constituency, there is a wealth of 
opportunities to join choirs, whether these be 
female-only, mixed, male voice or childrens’ 
choirs, there really is something for everyone to 
get involved with. 

“We’re proud of the fact that the choirs do a 
great deal to be open and accessible to people 
seeking to join their groups and work closely with 
other local choirs to signpost people to the group 
which may best suit their musical s ki 11 set. 

“The Arts Council for Wales supports many 
different organisations and has a proud record of 
promoting diversity through the community 
projects they support across Wales. From a simple 
search on the Arts Council’s website, it’s clear to 
see that they regularly provide funding to a range 
of choirs, including mixed-gender groups. 

“Male voice choirs clearly exist in this manner 
for stylistic reasons, as do the large number of 
female-only choirs, and we will continue to 
support a diverse range of different musical 
organisations across Ogmore.” 

Ryan Wood, Musical Director of Bridgend Male 
Choir, also responded. 

“I find it quite offensive to read a letter that is 
so full of assumptions and misunderstanding. 

“There is a clear lack of knowledge and not 
even a nod to an awareness of the role of the 
male voice choir in the working-class history of 
Wales. 

“This lack of knowledge does not apply with

the funding bodies that so readily support these 
organisations; they will be more than aware of the 
importance of the role of the male voice choir in 
Welsh culture. 

“The singing voice is a powerful instrument 
and the sound of a Welsh male voice choir affects 
millions of people on an emotional level. 

“In the same way that Wales has hundreds of 
male voice choirs, built up initially around mining 
communities, there is also an abundance of 
female voice choirs specifically for women and, 
indeed, mixed voice choirs for men and women - 
another genre formed in small communities with 
its foundation in the many well attended chapels 
which adorned the valleys and towns around 
Wales. 

“As a man, would I be allowed to join the 
Women’s Institute? Or perhaps the writer of the 
letter could apply to become a full participating 
Freemason. 

“In terms of the recruitment of members from 
LGBT+ communities and those who follow 
Judaism, Sikhism, Hinduism or Islam, the 
majority of our recruitment is done via social 
media which is available to everyone who wants 
to follow the choir as well as by word of mouth 
and indeed, Bridgend Male Choir would welcome 
members from all of these communities. 

“In fact, as a gay man myself, I have personal 
experience where the choir’s management team 
dealt very positively with a former chorister who 
exhibited homophobic tendencies towards me and 
I feel proud to be involved with a choir who 
readily dealt with this matter with no collusion 
and in a totally appropriate manner. 

“The choir also has an equal opportunities 
policy written into its constitution and has just 
appointed its first Honorary Lady Member in 
recognition of the importance of the support she 
provides to the choir. 

“The diverse nature of arts and culture in the 
valleys is something I’m immensely proud of and 
I, and my peers, support each other as much as 
possible.” 

Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon responded: 
“Choirs are part of the landscape of Wales. 

“We have many different choirs, from schools 
to singing to combat dementia. There are mixed 
voice choirs and there are all women and all male 
choirs. The risk we run when objecting to one 
particular male or female only organisation is that 
soon we will no longer have Women’s Institutes, 
Towns Women's Guilds, Soroptomists, or 


Mothers’ Unions. A sea of female faces. 

“There needs to be space for people to mix, 
enjoy and participate in a range of activities - not 
all of which need to be mixed sex.” 

A spokesperson for and from Cowbridge Male 
Voice Choir, said it was considering a full 
response, adding: “[membership of] Cowbridge 
Male Voice Choir is open to all,” 

Comment on social media was swift. 

On Facebook, Claire Prince wrote: “Oh 
gawd..the type of feminist that sets us all back a 
hundred years!” while Serena Williams-Nash 
wrote: “It’s called male voice choir for a reason 
you stupid sexist Barry people for gods sake grow 
up and by the way I am a female [sic].” 

Sylvia Phillips commented: “I think it’s just 
mischief making on the part of the author,” which 
Lizzie Ahoure herself said. 

However, this mischief-making view was 
upheld, indeed expanded upon, by A Forbes on 
The GEM’s website. 

The commentator wrote: “Fantastic! Hats off to 
Lizzy [sic] for her Jedi Master level trolling of 
loony E & D advocates. 

“Their cri de coeur is ‘Equal rights and 
opportunities for all, especially women (but not in 
all cases because our culture is more important)’. 

“Incidentally, Ms Moon is wrong, again. Men 
can join the Mothers’ Union.” 

GEM note: comment was requested from AMs 
Carwyn Jones and Jane Hutt, but none was 
received by the time the paper went to print.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 

The hives are gearing 
up for warmer weather 


S PRING is 
definitely 
beginning to 
show and despite 
the somewhat 
persistent gloomy 
wet weather, many 
flowers are now 
appearing. 

With the longer days 
and the forecasted rise 
in temperatures, there is 
going to be much more 
external activity from 
the bees. 

Some feeding with 
liquid sugar has been 
carried out to eke out 
the dwindling winter 
stores and internal 
activity is very well 
under way. 

The queens are 
laying, and I am aware 
of this because in the 
debris that falls into the 
under floor trays that I 
have on each colony, 
there are dead adult and 
immature Varroa Mites. 

The presence of the 
pale immature mites 
indicates that the mites 
are aware of the 
expansion in the brood 
area, so as the bee 
numbers start to rise, so 
do the mite numbers. 


As yet, the only 
colony that has been 
opened up has been the 
small colony in a 
nucleus box (half size 
hive). They are very 
strong and do need to 
go into a full sized hive 
now. A dry day plus a 
temperature of 14°C 
provided ideal 
conditions for the 
transfer to take place. 

How was the transfer 
accomplished? The 
nucleus box and its bees 
were lifted just to one 
side of the stand that 
they have occupied all 
winter, then onto the 
empty stand a full-size 
national brood box on a 
mesh floor took its 
place - there are no 
frames in it yet. 

The cover of the nuc- 
box was now removed, 
exposing the six frames 
and bees within. One by 
one, each frame and its 
company of bees was 
gently lifted out and 
placed into the centre of 
the new box. Two of 
these frames contained 
larvae and sealed cells 
containing larvae going 
through their 
metamorphosis stage. 


Two more contained 
what was left of their 
winter store of food and 
two were just starting to 
be used for more 
storage. 

This moving of the 
bees and frames took 
less than two minutes to 
accomplish, and more 
frames were added to 
bring the total to 11 . 
Many bees were still in 
the box and many were 
flying around the new 
box. 

To complete the 
transfer, the nuc-box 
was picked up and 
turned upside down 
over the new hive and 
gently shaken to 
encourage those bees 
within to leave and this 
and they very obligingly 
did. 

A feeding box 
containing liquid sugar 
was placed on top of the 
frames and the hive was 
closed up. 

With the promised 
better conditions to 
come, this colony will 
expand and be thankful 
for the extra room. Roll 
on summer!

Cowbridge 
Livestock Market: 

a speck of hope? 


I T appears that 
farmers in the 
Vale of 

Glamorgan can 
keep a speck of 
hope when it comes 
to the livestock 
market in 
Cowbridge. 

The Farmers’ Union f 
wales (FUW) has long 
been in support of 
Cowbridge Livestock 
Market, recognising that 
the closure of the mart 
would remove a vital 
lifeline from the town 
and also make it 
necessary for farmers to 
travel far greater 
distances to sell their 
stock. 

For many years now 
its future has been 
hanging in the air. 

A myriad of 
proposals, schemes, and 
discussions later, 
Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale 
Council’s rural Local 
Action Group on which I 
sit, has committed 
funding for a feasibility 
study to identify the 
needs of farmers. 

This is following 
news that the Vale 
Council has decided to 
re-develop the site on 
which the current 
livestock market is 
situated. Indeed, in 2013 
the FUW contributed to 
a feasibility study in a 
bid to convince the Vale 
Council that it was 
profitable and vital to 
keep the mart open. 

The recent tender 
process resulted in five 
applications from

consultancy groups, and 
following a series of 
meetings and interviews 
with the council, 
farming unions, Young 
Farmers’ Clubs and the 
current market operators, 
a local firm, PER 
Consulting, has been 
appointed to lead on the 
work. {See article below 
for more information ). 

The study will 
generally be looking at 
all aspects of how, where 
and what farmers sell. At 
the moment, it is only a 
sheep market (however, 
the market has 
historically been a cattle 
market, hence the name 
of Cowbridge). This 
means that cattle farmers 
have to travel to 
Carmarthen, Brecon or 
Raglan to sell their 
stock - the addition of 
cattle to the market 
would therefore certainly 
be a welcome change, if 


it comes to fruition. 

Consideration of the 
size and location of a 
new multi-purpose 
facility is, of course 
crucial, as well as any 
other commercial 
activities that could 
ensure future viability of 
the market site. 

Funding, naturally, 
will be a huge issue and 
although some public 
funding may be 
obtainable, the 
consultants will need to 
look at commercial 
options on the site as 
well. 

We have had many 
discussions on how these 
plans can benefit the 
wider rural community 
as well as farmers, 
therefore the study will 
consider whether 
commercial facilities 
could be built for 
learning, training, office 
space in addition to 
traditional agricultural 
functions. 

The most interesting 
discussions, though, 
have been around 
whether processing 
facilities could be 
incorporated, thereby 
shortening the supply 
chain in this area. 

All options are open 
and we will be sharing a 
survey shortly to help 
develop the plans 
further. Better watch this 
space.

Farmers’ views sought 
on plans for the Vale 


A STUDY has been 
commissioned 
which aims to 
identify the needs 
of farmers and 
other rural 
businesses in and 
around the Vale. 

While the Vale 
Council considers the 
future regeneration of 
the existing livestock 
market and surrounding 
area in Cowbridge, 
further potential for a 
new food and farming 
hub is being explored. 

“The study,” said a 
spokesperson, “is 
intended to provide 
specific insight to the 
needs of local farmers, 
smallholders and other 
rural businesses and 
identify the type of 
facility and range of 
services that may be 
required to create a 
viable, multi-purpose 
livestock market, rural 
hub, or both in the 
Vale. 

Project partners, 
including the council, 
FUW, NFU, Young 
Farmers and the current 
livestock market 
operators, have 
appointed PER 
Consulting, a local 


business with 
experience in rural 
development, to lead on 
the independent report 
which will identify 
whether a viable 
alternative to the 
market is needed in 
order to meet the needs 
of farmers in the area. 

The study has been 
supported by The 
Creative Rural 
Communities Local 
Action Group which is 
funded by Rural 
Development 
Programme 2014-2020, 
European Agricultural 
Fund for Rural 
Development, the 
Welsh Government, and 
by the Vale Council. 

Abi Reader, a local 
farmer and member of 
the Creative Rural 
Communities board, 
said: “It is important 
that we explore new 


ideas to support local 
farmers and find 
innovative ways to add 
value to our high- 
quality local produce.” 

The study will be 
completed by the end 
of August and PER 
Consulting will be 
holding face-to-face 
meetings with farmers, 
smallholders and rural 
business, as well as 
conducting online 
surveys.

Vale AMs update on 
Barry incinerator 


FROM the moment the 
Environmental Permit was 
granted to Biomass UK No 2,1 
have encouraged the people of 
Barry to raise their deep 
concerns about the risks of the 
incinerator. 

Over the course of the last 18 
months, I have attended and facilitated 
meetings with a wide range of agencies 
including, Natural Resources Wales, 
DIAG, Barry Town Council, 
Associated British Ports, Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board, South 
Wales Fire and Rescue Service, Public 
Health Wales, the Health and Safety 
Executive and the Future Generations 
Commissioner. 

I have endeavoured to take strategic 
action to support the community and 
there remain very specific areas in 
which we can still argue the case 
against the incinerator. 

Since the granting of the permit, I 
have concentrated on seeking an EIA 
(Environmental Impact Assessment) 
for the second planning application; 
raising this with the Environment 
Minister via my questions in the 
Assembly; the water quality in the 
docks; the repercussive effects of an 
incident at the plant; the review by the 
Future Generations Commissioner; the 
eligibility of the Biomass plant for the 
Renewable Obligations Certificate 
subsidy; and the responsibilities of the 
Health and Safety Executive and the 
Maritime Coastguard Agency. 

I made the case for an EIA in direct 


response to the Biomass Second 
Planning Application for a Fire Water 
Tank and Car Park (see my website for 
details). 

This paper sets out the criteria for an 
EIA on the Biomass Plant at Barry 
Docks. 

I have also met and entered into 
correspondence with the Health and 
Safety Executive and the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency seeking 
information and assurances concerning 
the risk to industry on the docks estate, 
should an incident at the incinerator 
threaten a domino effect upon Dow 
Silicones, Hexion UK, S and K 
Haulage, the Bomar Quest and the 
Stolt Sandpiper chemical tankers that 
frequently visit Barry Docks with 
chemical cargoes. 

In November 2017, I met with the 
Future Generations Commission 
Director of Policy, Legislation and 
Innovation. I am pleased to say that the 
Commissioner has announced a review 
of how the Wellbeing of Future 
Generations Act applies to NRW’s 
environmental permitting decisions. 

I have written again to the 
Commissioner assuring her of my 
assistance and have sent her my paper 
on EIA Criteria and my more extensive 
Impact Assessment over the last 18 
months. 

I will continue my efforts to support 
community opposition to the 
incinerator.

Barry Comprehensive 
pupils visit Auschwitz 



Auschwitz i 
IN February, two Barry 
Comprehensive School year-12 
students, Seren Ewington and 
Cain Gannon, with Ms 
Bertheux, took part in the 
Holocaust Educational Trust’s 
Lessons From Auschwitz 
project. 

This began with an orientation 
seminar at the Mercure Cardiff 
Holland House Hotel, where students 
heard the testimony of holocaust 
survivor Eva Clarke. Eva was bom at 
Mauthausen Concentration Camp in 
1945 and being bom at the end of the 
war, she told her mother’s story. 

While Eva’s mother survived the 
Holocaust, she put it down to ‘luck’ 
that she survived. Her father was shot 
and killed. At the time of Eva’s birth, 
her mother weighed just 5 stone. 
However, Mauthausen was liberated, 
and both mother and baby survived. 

After the testimony, Eva took part in 
a Q&A session, where she was able to 
give her and her mother’s unique 
insight into things such as the war, the 
Holocaust and Holocaust deniers. 

The next stage was a air flight to 
Poland, and a visit to the town of 
Oswiecim, Auschwitz I and Auschwitz 
II-Birkenau. 

Oswiecim, which was renamed 
Auschwitz by the Nazis, holds a 
museum of Jewish life in the area. We 
were told about lives of Jewish people 
there, to ensure every victim of the 
Holocaust is remembered as an 
individual, not just one of the 6 
million. 

We then took the short journey to 
Auschwitz I. Here, we were guided 
around the barracks which have been 
converted into museums, showing 


n the snow. 

items such as suitcases, wedding rings 
and hair. 

The mounds of clothes and shoes, 
prominently displaying children’s 
outfits, were particularly touching. On 
entry we walked under the infamous 
‘Arbeit Macht Frei’ sign, ‘work makes 
you free’. 

We then continued on to Auschwitz 
II-Birkenau. Birkenau is where 
approximately 90 per cent of all those 
who died on the Auschwitz complex 
were murdered. We were able to see 
the remnants of the barracks, which 
went on as far as we could see in the 
weather, as well as the gas chambers 
and adjoining crematoria. 

To be stood in the very place where 
so many thousands lost their lives was 
an incredibly moving experience. Past 
the wreckage of the crematoria, a 
gallery has been set up with hundreds 
of photos of those who were taken to, 
and often killed, at Auschwitz - 
Birkenau. This was another reminder 
to humanise the ‘6 million’ figure. 

While we were there, the 
temperature remained below freezing 
for the whole trip. We struggled with 
the weather, which only increased our 
empathy for those forced to endure 
these circumstances and worse, with 
no shoes and thin clothing. 

It is fair to say all those who went on 
the trip were in disbelief that anyone 
could endure and survive. 

The follow-up seminar gave those 
who attended an opportunity to reflect 
on their experience and their feelings 
after visiting Poland. 

It was resoundingly agreed that this 
was an experience which would never 
be forgotten, and which has changed 
everyone’s lives, forever.

Cymru are 

relaunching their 
online Fodder Bank 
to help members 
find animal feed for 
their farms, or sell 
any surplus to assist 
others, after wet 
weather has seen 
farmers in many 
parts of the UK 
experience 
shortages of feed 
availability for 
livestock, resulting 
in additional costs. 

The wet weather and 
late spring have seen 
livestock and dairy 
producers unable to turn 
out stock due to a lack of 
grass growth and 
available forage, leading 
to the increased need for 
supplementary feed and 
additional costs. 

Arable farmers have 
also experienced delays 
in spring cultivations and 
drilling where the ground 
is too wet to travel. 

NFU Cymru President 
John Davies said: 
“During this particularly 
difficult time for many 
farmers, it is vital that 
government lends its 
support to ensure farmers 


are able to continue 
managing their 

businesses effectively, 
which means producing 
the food that feeds the 
nation. 

“I am hearing from 
farmers who say that the 
sustained wet weather 
has meant very few have 
been able to turn out their 
livestock, and this has led 
to increasing difficulty 
sourcing available 
forage. 

“In addition to the 
NFU and NFU Cymru 
relaunching their Fodder 
Bank to help their 
members, we will also be 
discussing impacts of the 
wet weather and any 
support needed with 
industry and 

government. 

“As well as 
contributing £112 billion 
to the UK economy and 
providing 3.8 million 
jobs, food and farming 
underpins rural 

communities and it is 
during these difficult 
times that the support of 
both government and the 
wider industry is so 
important.”

M any 

farmers 

currently facing 
fodder shortages 
and flooding, 
serious problems 
that impact on their 
ability to feed 
animals and plant 
crops. 

In some regions, 
persistent and heavy 
rains have followed on 
swiftly from extreme 
snowfalls. 

To make matters 
worse, current weather- 
related problems come 
while many are in the 
midst of lambing and 
calving. 

The Royal 

Agricultural Benevolent 
Institution (RABI) has 
been around since 1860, 
and is farming’s oldest 
and largest welfare 
charity. In 2017, we 
gave out grants of close 
to £2 million to people 
of all ages in financial 
need. 

We have welfare 
officers across Wales 
and England who 
understand the current 
difficulties. 

Our welfare officer 
for Northumberland and 
Durham, for example, 
recently reported that 
many people in his area 
had lost sheep in snow 
drifts and were dreading 
the prospect of lambing. 
Numbers are likely to 


be down, which will 
have a knock-on effect 
later in the year when 
they come to sell their 
stock. 

It’s been a long, wet 
winter and the grass 
hasn’t started to grow 
yet. That means there 
could be extra feed 
costs, an expense 
farmers wouldn’t 
normally expect to have 
at this time of year. 

We know from our 
welfare team on the 
ground that many in the 
industry - from different 
sectors and in various 
parts of the UK - are 
anxious about the effects 
of weather-related 
problems. 

During a crisis, RABI 
can help those in 
financial hardship by 
providing grants for 
immediate domestic and 
household expenses. 
While we cannot help 
specifically with 
business costs, if the 
harsh winter has left 
you, or someone you 
know who works in 
farming, unable to pay 
household bills, please

IN INJURY TIME YET AGAIN 



Barry Town 
United book 
European 
play-off spot! 


BARRY Town United are play¬ 
off bound, having secured their 
spot with a 1-1 draw against 
Newtown on Sunday. 

Gavin Chesterfield’s side can now 
look forward to a crunch May 
encounter with one of the JD Welsh 
Premier League’s top six and the 
chance to potentially represent Wales 
in the UEFA Europa League qualifying 
rounds. 

The televised match against 
Newtown was far from a vintage affair, 
but few could complain about the 
result, as Barry made it seven games 
unbeaten and secured the precious 
point required to seal their play-off 
place. 

The Robins, clinging to their own 
slight play-off hopes, had cause for 
celebration in the 15 th minute when 
they took a 1-0 advantage, ending 
Barry’s run of over 360 minutes 
without conceding a JD Welsh Premier 
League goal. 

After midfielder Ryan Kershaw 
pick-pocketed Barry’s Ryan Newman, 
Kershaw fed former Shrewsbury Town 
forward Ethan Jones, who raced in on 
goal and slotted a confident finish 
beyond goalkeeper Mike Lewis. 

Nevertheless, Newtown could not 
hold onto their lead and the hosts were 
on terms with 38 minutes played; 
Barry striker Jonathan Hood cutting in 
and curling a sweet finish into the 
bottom corner to level in style. 

At one apiece, Lewis saved from 
Jones and Kieran Mills-Evans, while 


the stopper was left a bewildered 
spectator in the 75th minute, when 
Luke Boundford’s deflected hit dipped 
and rebounded off the crossbar. 

As the match then petered out, the 
latter stages were most notable for a 
waved-away Newtown penalty claim 
and an unfortunate clash of heads 
between forward Jordan Cotterill and 
Robins defender Callum Roberts. 

Supporters were pleased to welcome 
back Kayne McLaggon, the club’s 
leading goalscorer, returning as a 
second-half substitute, providing 
Chesterfield with further attacking 
options for the play-off round ahead. 

Having achieved their play-off berth 
with three games to spare, Barry will 
complete their regular season this 
week with a triple-header of fixtures; 
including the chance for double 
retribution on the north Wales coast. 

On Saturday, Barry head to 
Llandudno (2.30pm), hoping to avenge 
their 1-0 loss to the Seasiders in 
September. 

The Town then tackle relegated 
Prestatyn Town in a re-arranged fixture 
on Tuesday evening (7.45pm), Barry 
having suffered a 1-0 loss at Bastion 
Gardens in August and a wasted 
journey to the ground earlier this 
month. 

The 32-game campaign then 
culminates on Friday, April 27, when 
Carmarthen Town are the final visitors 
of the 2017-18 season to Jenner Park, 
the Old Gold potentially needing a win 
for Welsh Premier League survival.

Sun shines on bowlers! 



BARRY RFC 
destroyed the myth 
that lightning 
doesn't strike twice 
after slipping to 
defeat against 
league leaders 
Cilfynydd at the 
Reservoir Field last 
Saturday. 

For the second time in 
a month they have been

However some 

positive play got Barry 
back upfield and as 
Cilfynydd infringed, 
Barross was once again 
on hand to kick the 
penalty and reduce the 
lead to one point. 


As in previous weeks, 
Barry struggled at the 
restart but managed to 
regain possession and 
clear. Cilfynydd failed to 
control the lineout ball, 
allowing Barry to break 
upfield where a try 
looked certain, only for 
the pass to fail to go to 
hand and the chance had 
gone. 

Cilfynydd attacked but 
their efforts were marred 
by unforced errors and 
increasing penalties. 

Barry got themselves 
into visitors’ territory 
again and a charge-down 
clearance gave them an 
opening which, after they 
recycled the ball, saw the 
move spread wide to beat 
the covering defence, 


giving Brad White the try 
which Kyle Barross duly 
converted, and as half¬ 
time neared they had 
moved into the lead at 
13-7. 

This shocked 

Cilfynydd into action but 
still their over-eagerness 
and infringements were 
costing them dear as two 
try opportunities were 
wasted as Barry held 
firm under the onslaught. 

It was Barry who had 
the final scoring chance 
of the half, but this time 
the penalty chance 
missed as the whistle 
went. 

The second half began 
with an immediate 
penalty award to Barry 
for crossing and Kyle 
Barross made no 
mistake, adding three 
points to the scoreboard. 

A game of cut and 
thrust developed as both 
sides attacked and 
defended but the pressure 
was building on the 
home defence as 
Cilfynydd sought to 
reduce the deficit in a 
game they were looking 
to win with a bonus 
point.
